TRANSPLANTS LIVE VEIN OF 
LIVE SHEEP INTO MAN’S LEG 


First Time Such an Operation Has 
Been Performed; Patient 


Recovers. 

PARIS, Aug. w.—wr. Doyen, on Aug. 
9 successfully transplanted a vein from 
a live sheep to the leg of a man suffer- 
ing from arterial neuranism. The cir- 
culation was thus restored and the pa- 
tient has now completely recovered. The 
vein transplanted was 10 inches long. 

Dr. Doyen, who is attending the medi- 
cal congress at Budapest, will communi- 
cate to the congress the details of his 
extraordinary operation. 

This is the first time, it is said, that 
the organism of a lower animal has 
been transferred to a man.

GENERAL FARRAR, 


URMERLY RICH 
GEIS $80 J0b 


Army Officer, Twice Subtreas- 
urer, Is Named as Sewer 
Inspector. 


HAD PREVIOUS ATTACK 








/\“1 Believe Wife Is Suing 


Again,” He Says, as Strange 
Sensation Comes. 


Bernard G. Farrar. brevetted Briga- 
dier-General of the United States Army, 
at the close of the Civil War, twice Fed- 
eral subtreasurer at St. Louis and for- 
merly a man of independent wealth, was 
appointed sewer inspector Monday, at 
a salary of $8 a month. 

Gen. Farrar was recommended for the 
position by Capt. W. R. Hodges, City 
Auditor, who has lonz been his personal 
and political friend. Gen. Farrar is 
79 years old and his duties as sewer in- 
spector will require him to visit’ the 
sections of the city where sewers are 
being laid and see that the contractors 


comply with the terms of their contract | 


with the city. 

It is understood among Gen. Farrar’s 
friends that he has lost practically all 
his fortune and that he has little in- 
come outside of a pension of $20 a 
month and the rent from a few pieces 
of property he still owns. He lives at 
3435 Franklin avenue. He will begin his 
new duties Sept. 1. 

Gen. Farrar is a nephew of the lat 
Col. John O’Fallon. His father amassed 
a fortune before the Civil War and had 
a mansion in the North Side aristocratic 
residence district. 

One of the reasons, Gen. Farrar’s 
friends say, that he applied for the city 
job was that he might maintain his 
heme in some style. Mrs. Farrar is in 
poor health and the General does not 
wish to cause her worry, his friends say, 
by discharging the two servants that 
have been in the home for years. 


At the outbreak of the Civil War, Gen. 
Farrar became an aid to Gen. Nathaniel 
Lyon and participated in the battle of 
Camp Jackson at what is now Olive 
etreet and Channing avenue. 


He went with the Union forces from 
He was on his 
way to St. Louis to ask Gen. Fremont 
to send re-enforcements to that section 
of the State when the battle of Wil- 
son’s Creek was fought. He then be- 
came Provost Generak of the Depart- 
ment of the Missouri and later a mem- 
ber of the staff of Gen. G. W. Halleck, 
Commander-in-Chief of the United 
States Army. 
Was Twice Subtreasurer. 


Gen. Farrar fought in the battle of 
Vicksburg and after its fall and the 
Confederate evacuation of Natchez he 
was in command of the Federal troops 
at that point. After the war he spent 
15 years in Europe, then returned, and 
was twice appointed United States Sub- 
treasurer at St. Louis. 

He retired from the Subtreasurer’s of- 
fice, where he received a salary of 
$5000 a year, about eight years ago. Aft- 
er retiring from office he engaged in 
the real estate business.

AUSTRIAN COUNT. 
CALLS ST. LOUIS 











Says He Finds City More 
Beautiful Than European 
Towns. 


The residence districts of St. Louis 
are the most beautiful in the world, ac- 


cording to Count George von Schoenfeld 
of Budapest, a globe trotter, intimate 
friend and former schoolmate of Count 
Svechenyi, husband of Gladys Vander- 
bit 

The Count told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter through an interpreter, that. St. 
Louls women are ‘‘chic.’’ 

“Your women are beautiful,” he said. 
“They are well dressed and I am 
pleased with their manner. I should 
say they are very chic.” 

But—the Coynt is married. 

There is no chance for any American 
heiress to win him. His wife is at their 
country estate near Budapest. 

‘“‘America is a wonderful country,’’ he 
said. “It is so large and so beautiful, 
and your people are so full of energy.

CREDITORS OF HARDY GRAIN 
COMPANY EXPECT BUT LITTLE

UNION CITY, Tenn., Aug. 90.—The 
Hardy Grain Co. of this city filed an 
assignment today, giving liabilities of 
$136,800 and listing assets of about $100,- 
000. The assets consist of mill and ele- 
vator property, heavily mortgaged, and 
it is believed by creditors tnat they will 
not recover more than 25 cents on the 
dollar. 

Because of the failure today of the 
grain company a run was started on the 
Union City Bank and Trust Co. when 
that_institution opened its doors. 

The First and Thiru National banks 
went to the rescue of the trust com- 
pany, along with prrvate citizens, and 
all depositors were paid on presenting 
their claims. 

Directors and stockholders of the bank 
deposited a million dollar guarantee te 
Gepositors. When all the excitement 
had abated the depositors returned their 
money to the bank.

Must Answer Contempt Charge 
Though He Explains Others

A citation for contempt was issued by 

Circuit Judge McQuillin Monday against 
Rev. Christian C. Stahmann, superin- 
tendent of the Children’s Home Society 
Of Missouri, because of his failure to 
rroduce in court 10-months-old Georgia 
Orey, a child placed in his care by its 
mother. The citation is returnable 
Thursday. 
» The Rev. Mr. Stahmann explained to 
Judge McQuillin that the child had been 
adopted by Mr. and Mrs. Roy E. Moller 
of 3368 Oxford avenue, Maplewood, and 
that although he hati tried to get the 
child, they had refused to let it be taken 
to court. On request of A. 8. Phillips, 
attorney for the child’s father, George 
Orey, the citation was issued. . 

Orey has been in Montana nearly a 
year. When he left his home in Terre 
Haute, Ind., his wife placed four of the 
children in an orphanage there, and 
came to St. Louis. A month later he 
left Georgia was born. Orey recently 
drew a claim in the Flat Head draw- 
ing, and returned for his wife and chil- 
dren. Failing to get Georgia, he insti- 
tuted habeas corpus proceedings against 
Stahmann, who had been given custody 
of the child by the mother.

Airbrake Failed to Work. 
Persons en the scene just after the 


accident say they heard a member of 
the train crew say that the reason the 
train went so far before stopping was 
the failure of the airbrake to work. 
The failure of the brake to work was 
not, hewever, the cause of the accident, 
as it was too late for brakes to avail 
anything when engineer and chauffeur 
first caught sight of each other. 

The bodies were so badly mangled 
that even relatives and intimate friends 
who hurried to Clayton when news 
reached St. Louis that the Witte auto 
had been struck and that the dead had 
been taken to Clayton, were uncertain 
as to just who had been killed. 

When the engine was stopped, little 
Teddy lay on the pilot, up against the 
boiler head. One of the women, those 
who assisted in removing the bodies 
ceuld not say which, lay across the 
pilot. The other was under the engine. 

Pieces of the automobile littered the 
engine from end to end. 

The Witte brothers lay, face down- 
ward, in the creek. They were about 
five feet apart. Frederick was dead 
when taken out. Theodore was still 
breathing. The four bodies and Theo- 
dore Witte were placed abeard the train 
it being the intention of the trainmen 
to make a run into St. Louis as quickly 
as possible. 

But at Clayton an order was given— 
it has not Seen learned as yet by whom 
—that the train must not proceed until 
Ceroner Bracy had been notified. The 
train was held for mere ffan an hour, 
while efforts were madt to reach the 
Coroner by telephone. He was found 
at last in St. Charles. He gave instruc- 
tions by telephone that the bodies be 
left in Clayton and that Theodore Witte 
be taken to a hospital at once. 


Tried to Beat Train. 
Persons who assisted in placing Theo- 


dore Witte aboard the train say that 
he murmured, “I saw the train, but 
thought I could beat it across."’ He 
also moaned many times, “They were 
my people—my people.” 

He was pttended by Drs. Florence Eg- 
gers, FE. G. Eggers, C. 8. Skaggs and 
H. T. Randle. They gave him tempo- 
rary treatment eon the train while ef- 
forts were being made to telephone the 
Ceroner. He was suffering from a de- 
pressed fracture of the skull and from 
a@ severe hemorshage of the brain. 

At the Jewish Hospital an operatien 
was performed. The eskull was tre- 
phined, but it was too late. He might 
have had a chance ior life if he had 
been rushed to the operating table im- 
mediately after the accident, the phy- 
sicians said, but through the long delay 
the brain hemorrhage rendered the op- 
eration of no avail. 


Inquests Held Sunday. 
An inquest over the bodies of Mrs. 


Klinge and Miss Campbell was held 
in Clayton at 1:30 p. m. Sunday. The 
verdict of the Coroner’s jury was that 


they met death ‘In an unavoidable ac- 
cident. The nembers of the jury were 


Fred Autenhrieth, John Filer, Joseph 
Zika, Adolph Gutman, George Roth 
and Austin McGraw. 

Because Theodore Witte died in St, 

Louis, the inquest fnte his death will 
be held here by Ceoruner Baron Tues- 
day. 
Funera] arrangements had not been 
made by any of the families of the dead 
Monday, but it had been decided that 
all five victims would be buried the 
same day, though tnose of different 
families will be inte.red at different 
hours, so that mutual friends may at- 
tend all the funerals. 


.Two Victims Were Engaged. 
The Witte brothers were:members of 


the Witte Hardware Co., the business 
of which was established by their fa- 
ther. Fred Witte lived with his mother 
and stepfather, Mr. and Mrs. O. A, 
Staude, at 5835 Vernon avenue. He was 
& member of several secret orders and 
expected te be married in the near fu- 
ture. 

Mise Campbell also was engaged. She 
expected to become the bride of a Dal- 
las, Tex., business man this fall. She 
was the only child of Mrs. R. N. 
Campbdell, a widow, living at 2340 Whit- 
temore place, and was a neighbor of 
Theodore Witte. 

She was popular among the younger 
set in South Side society. 

Mrs. Kiinge was the wife of Carl 
Kliinge, president of the Magnolia 
Range Co., of Belleville. He was in Mo- 
bile, Ala., Sunday on a business trip. 
News of the tragedy was sent to him 
by telegraph. Mrs. Kliinge was a sister 
of Mra. Theodore Witte. 
‘There were seven sisters in the fam- 
ily of these two women. Mrs. Bertha 
Everts, 7% years old of 2107 Park ave- 
nue, is the mother. The daughters al! 





Witte, who was in delicate health, was 
in a serious condition after word of her 
husband’s death reached her. It was 
said at her home Monday that grave 
fears were entertained that an event 
which was expected to bring happiness 
to the household would become instead 
a new and additional sorrow. 

Little Teddy, Mr. and Mrs. Witté’s 
son, was the pet of his neighborhood. 
He was a manly little fellow with a 
merry disposition and magnetic person- 
ality. He was very fond of motoring 
and was, delighted when his father pur- 
chased an automobile five months ago. 
Mr. Witte decided that he would buy 
the machine instead of taking his fam- 
ily away for a vacation this summer. 

Fred Erker, the optician, and his wife 
were to have been members of the auto 
party Sunday morning, but Saturday 
evening Mrs. Erker felt indisposed and 
her husband called up Mr. Witte and 
asked to be excused from the invitation 
to ride in the morning. 

Shortly before the accident the Witte 
party had been at Creve Coeur Lake 
taking pictures. When the machine was 
struck by the train it was on its way 
to the Wipke hotel, where breakfast 
was to have deen eaten, the start on 
the trip having been made at a very 
early hour. 

The Witte brothers were insured in 
the Travelers’ Life Insurance Co. Theo- 
dore carried two life policies for $6000 
each and one accident policy for $5000, 
with “‘accumulations’’ of $2500, making 
a total insurance of $17,500. Frederick 
carried similar policies, except that his 
accident insurance had only $1250 “‘ac- 
cumulated,’ making the total $16,250. - 

The policies were written by Theodore 
S. Coke, a nephew ef the Wittes. One 
of Theodore Witte’s life policies was 
taken out last January. 


MANY OTHER, CROSSINGS IK 
THE COUNTY ARE DANGEROUS 


St. Leuis automobilists say there is 
another grade crossing in St. Louis 
County equally as dangerous as that on 
which Sunday’s tragedy occurred, and 
several others nearly as dangerous. 

The Rock Island tracks cross the Tes- 
son road just east or Clayton and form 
a trap for passing automobilists. The 
road rises to the tracks on the east 
side, and there is a down grade on the 
west side. The tracks just before they 
cross the road are hidden by high 
weeds. To cross the tracks without 
sending out someone to look both ways 
is dangerous. 

Another dangerous grade crossing is 
on the Manchester road, near the Han- 
ley road. Automobilists say the menace 
of this crossing lies in the fact that 
freight cars cut off the view of pass- 
ing trains. 

Another grade crossing feared by mo- 
torists is where the Wabash tracks cross 
the main driveway that winds throug 
University Heights. This road is used 
by automobilists in. going to Delmar 
Garden and Washington University. 

Edgar R. Smythe, former member of 
the House of Delegates, who has a rec- 
ord for taking injured persons to hos- 
pitals in his speedy automobile, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that there are 
not only bad grade crossings in the 
county, but that several within the city 
limits are very dangerous because un- 
protected late at night. 

“The tracks crossing Unien  boule- 
vard,’’ said Mr. Smythe, ‘are death 
traps after midnight. There is no watch- 
man there then and the trains whiz by 
without warning. The other night one 
Was on me before i realized it and 1 
narrowly escaped a collision. 

“The tracks running through Univer- 
sity Helgais are dangerous for the same 
reason, and also because the tracks go 
up on either side, making it hard to 
cross without ‘killing’ your engine. 
This, by the way, is one of the dangers 
confronting the driver of a car. Unless 
he is expert in handling his machine, the 
crossing of.any tracks that are not 
flush with the road and where there is 
an up or down grade on either side is 
very difficult. He slows down to avoid 
the bumps and is then liable to have 
his engine ‘die’ or stop on him. This 
leaves the machine stranded in the mid- 
die of the road. 

“Something will have to be done to 
eliminate theses. crossings or automobil- 
ing in St. Louis wil! be seriously hurt.’’ 
there is another bad crossing where the 
Frisco tracks cross. The watchman 
also leaves there at midnight. Then en 
the Clayton road three miles west of 
Busch’s Grove is a very bad crodsing. 

“There are no lights at all there at 
night and yet there is a steady swarm 
of machines passing the tracks until 
the early hours of the morning. The 
track is a branch of the Missouri Pa- 
cific and though trains do not pass very 
frequently, still when they do it is a 
wonder there isn’t an accident.

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ACCIDENT GOING 
HUM BERLIN 
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After Being Received by Em- 
peror and Cheered by Whole 
City, Airship Has Mishap. 


ORVILLE WRIGHT THERE 


Kaiser Presents American to 
Count and Entertains Him 
at Luncheon. 


By Associated Press. 

BUELZIG, Germany, Aug. %.—The 
Zeppelin airship, which started at 11:24 
c'clock last night from the Templehoff 
Parade Ground on its return voyage to 
Friedrichshafen, met with an accident 
early today and landed here at 7 
o’clock. , 

The two forward propellers were 
broken and a fragment of one of them 
pierced the envelope, permitting the 
gas to escape. The airship, however, 
was kept up by throwing over ballast 
until a favorable landing place was 
reached. 

The ship came down gently and it 
now rests on a meadow within 60 yards 
of the railroad tracks here. It will take 
at least two days to complete repairs. 
Telegrams have been sent to Friedrich- 
shafen for workmen, material# and gas. 

The accident upset the aero arrange- 
ments for the exhibition of the airship 
Lefore Emperor Franz Josef over Lake 
Constance on Tuesday. 


KAISER SENDS ZEPPELIN I! TO 
SAVE JOSEF DISAPPOINTMENT 


BERLIN, Aug. 30.—The accident to the 
Zeppelin III is attributed by technical 
observers to the fact that her motors 
had not been properly tried out under 
service conditions. It appears that ths 


Zeppelin III, as at present fitted out, 
was tried in the air for only two and 
one-half hours previous to undertaking 
the trip to-Berlin. Other than this, the 
motors have had enly.the ordinary 
shop tests. 

It had been the intention to show 
the Zeppelin III to Emperor William 
and to Franz Josef, the Emperor of 
Austria, the same week. Emperor 
Franz Josef has arranged to visit the 
newly constructed airship works on 
Lake Constance, and the Zeppelin III 
was hurrying back to the South in or- 
der to reach the lake tomorrow. 

When the news of the breakdown was 
transmitted to Emperor William, he or- 
dered that the Zeppelin II, the airship 
that already has been turned over to 
the army, be sent from the Rhine de- 
pot to Lake Constance for the inspec- 
tion of Emperor Franz Josef. ._It has 
been arranged that the airship accem- 
pany Franz Josef’s yacht on the return 
journey to Bregenz. 

With 10 passengers aboard and with 
Count Zeppelin at the helm, the Zeppe- 
lin II arrived in Berlin at noon yester- 
day, disabled. Only three propellers 
were in commissiner, the fourth having 
been broken in an accident which de- 
layed the ship several hours at Bitter- 
feld. A start had been made from 
Friederichshaven at 4:30 a. m. Friday 
and Count Zeppelin met the craft at 
itterite:id, where he was greeted by the 
Crown . rince in the name of the Kaiser. 

The Emperor and Empress saw the 
arrival and maneuvers of the Zeppelin 
III here yesterday. After passing over 
Wittemberg, Juterbog and Potsdams, 
the city of palaces, where thousands 
gathered in the streets and on the roof- 
tops to watch the great airship sailing 
majestically overhead, the Zeppelin III 
arrived in Berlin just as the church 
services in the city ended. 


PART OF SCRANTON DROPS 
INTO AN ABANDONED MINE 


Much Damage to Property Caused 
by Ground Settling Two to 
Eight Feet. 


SCRANTON, Pa., Aug. 3.—Most of 
the Fourth Ward in Scranton settled 
trom two to eight feet yesterday at 
noon. It was the most serious cave-in 
the city ever experienced. The money 
loss exceeds $200,000 and the accident 
caused much suffering. 

The disturbance is estimated te have 
Leen 1380 feet below the surface. Fils- 
sures three feet across at the top ap- 
peared in a number of places. The set- 
tling was caused by the giving way 
under a side hill of abandoned workings 
of the old “Cork and Bottle’ colliery 
of the Fairlawn Coal Co., which ceased 
operations 2 years ago. 

The heaviest damage was to public 
school Ne.

New York Borough President 
Accused of Profiting by 
City Purchases.

NEW YORK, Aug 30.—Louis J. ‘Haf- 


fen, president of the Borough of the 
Bronx, who was removed by an execu- 
tive order of Gov. Hughes, professes not 
to be worried over the outcome of the 
charges against him which have been 
occupying attention for a year. 

The three main charges on which Gov. 
Hughes based his action were that there 
was political jobbery in the matter of 
the Bronx Courthouse; that his active 
interest in the promotion of the build- 
ing of the Classon Point road was 
prompted by his desire to increase the 
value of his own and his associates’ 
real estate holdings and that he was 
mainly responsible for the city purchase 
of Hunt’s Point Park, utterly unsuita- 
ble as a bathing beach, for $247,000, when 
ii was assessed at only $4300. 

There were other charges, but these 
were the ones on which the Governor 
chiefly based a scathing excoriation of 
President Haffen for official miscon- 
duct. The aldermen of the Bronx dis- 
tricts could, if they cnose, re-elect Mr. 
Haffen just as the Manhattan alder- 
men re-elected Borough President 
Ahearn when the Governor removed 
him, but it is not thought likely they 
will. In Ahearn’s case Tammany Lead- 
er Murphy ordered his re-election, but 
it is understood he will not interfere 
in behalf of Haffen.

Pin Pricks Have No Effect 
Upon Patient Without 
Sign of Bruise. 


Wolf Cohen of 1522 Wash street is 
helpless at the City Hospital suffering 
from an injury to his head which has 
caused him to lose control of his legs. 
He has lost all sensation, and cannot 
feel a pin prick. The physicians pro- 
nounce the case one of the strangest 
ever received at the institution. 

There ig not a mark, -bruise or discol- 
oration of the skin on his head, and the 
man apparently is sound. He cannot 
walk or stand. He pointed to one place 
an the left side of the top of his head 
and said he could feel pain there, and 
when the physicians touched that spot 
he cried out.

UNNECESSARY BOND ISSUES. 
Of the bonds to the amount of $4,700,000 ad- 
vertised for sale next month by Comptroller Taus- 


$1,000,000 are to be used for sewer construction. 
The forthcoming issue of municipal bridge bonds 
will dispose of al] the bonds advertised for that 
‘purpose. 

The necessity for selling all of these bonds at 
this time is not apparent. Comptroller Player 
sold $500,000 of bridge bonds last year to defray 
preliminary expenses and land purchases. Only 
a small part of that sum has been expended. 
Actual work on the bridge has not yet begun 
and it is not likely that with the amount on 
hand more than $1,000,000 at the outsid®, can be 
expended on the bridge within a year after the 
issue. Bonds to the amount of $1,000,000 for sewer 
improvements are offered, although $500,000 for 
this purpose were realized last year. The proba- 
bility of expending this immense sum on sewers 
is remote. 

The sale of bonds in advance of the need of 
money means an unnecessary burden of interest. 
The benefits of the sale are not enjoyed by the 
city but by the banks in, which the money is de- 
| posited. The banks buy the bonds paying 4 per 
cent or a shade less and obtain the use of the 
money for 2 per cent. The city pays the differ- 
ence of 2 per cent to the banks which make pro- 
fitable use of the money. 

The comptroller’s reason for the large issue 
is the favorable condition of the money market. 
But the interest is 4 per cent, the same as that 
offered by Comptroller Player during the worst 
period of depression. There is every expecta- 
tion of a better market in the near future. Under 
the Noonan administration years ago St. Louis 
bonds were sold as low as $3.65, yet we have 
bonds offered at 4 per cent, now in advance of 
the need of money. 

No business house would borrow money in ad- 
vance of its requirements. Such a policy in pri- 
vate business would be regarded as deadly. Why 
adopt it in public business? It would be interest- 
ing to know when the comptroller expects to use 
the funds realized from this sale—how long, in 
other words, the city will have to pay unnecessary 
interest?

The terrible automobile accident on the Rock 
Island crossing in the county emphasizes the 
danger of grade crossings everywhere.

The question was complicated by the demand 
for conservation of resources and proof that, 
next to fire, the demand for pulp wood was the 
greatest factor in the destruction of our forests. 

The contest was fought out on the floor of 
House and Senate to what was considered a com- 
promise. The Dingley rates were reduced but 
there was a provision for countervailing duties 
against countries restricting the exportation of 
pulp wood and wood pulp. The Canadian pro- 
vinces of Ontario and Quebec impose such restric- 
tions as conservation measures. In retaliation the 
Treasury Department has ordered the imposition 
of countervailing duties, practically restoring the 
Dingley rates and paving the way for the imposi- 
tion of the maximum rate of 25 per cent addi- 
tional by authority of the President. And yet any 
standpatter will prove that the pulp and paper 
schedule was revised downward. '

was a decade ago, and it is 26,873,000 

larger than in 1890, the ratias of gain 

being 16 and 42 per cent, respectively.

Now let us look at the yields of the 

3 leading cereals, wheat, corn and oats, 

within selected periods. 

Thus the wheat crop In the period 

from 1889 to 1898 averaged 640,550,702 

bushels yearly, the increase being %9 

per cent. In the years from 1889 to 1898 

the corn crop averaged 1,844,482,500 bush- 

els for each year™ and in the decade 

1899 to 1908 it averaged 2,383,745,311 bush- 

els, a gain of 29 per cent. From 1889 to 

1898 the yield of oats averaged 695,003,- 

423 bushels, and the period 1899 to 1908 

it averaged 848,536,460, an advance of 

82 per cent. These crops were all too 

short in 1907 and 1908 and the yields 

came upon markets that were practical- 
ly bare of supplies. In this connection 
it is interesting to observe that the 
census of 1900 reported 64,686,155 head of 
swine in the country, but the latest 
figures, those of January 1, 199, show 
only 64,147,000, a loss of 16 per cent. 

Cattle have increased from 69,335,832 in 

1900 to 71,099,000 in 1909, a gain of over 

two p2r cent. On Jan. 1 this year there 

were 66,( 1,000 sheep in the country, but 

10 years ago the number was 61,735,014, 

the decrease being nine per cent. 

As a natural corollary of these con- 

ditions speculation has been fostered, 

prices of foodstuffs for animals as wel! 
as for men have been forced to dizzy 
heights, and the speculator has waxed 
fat at the expense of, the consumer. 

Moreover, the science of marketing 

commodities has made great progress 

within. the past decade or so. In a

000,000 for the twenty years to 1899.

This has now been done. The re- 
sultant conviction is that the lucky Op- 
penheimers have found in Venturini an 
emotional star who will ultimately re- 
ceive the stamp of New York approval 
and be accepted by the American play- 
going public as a dramatic artist of the 
highest quality. 

At the same moment they achieve the 
additional distinction of being the first 
to present in this country the work of 
a young dramatist who bids fair to 
win honorable station in the class of 
master-craftsmen headed by Arthur 
Wing Pinero and Henry Arthur Jones as 


makers of plays for the English-speak- | 


ing stage. 

This new young playwright of s0 
bright promise is one Algernon Boyesen, 
son of Hjalmar Hjorth Boyesen, the 
Norwegian novelist. Jacob Oppenheimer 
ran across and snapped up his maiden 
play while abroad last season. 

It was a singularly fortunate encoun- 
ter, and that Jacob Oppenheimer also 
signed the unknown Venturini during 
that same European visit tndicates that 
Fate was playing the Oppenheimers to 
win in this new Jason quest for the 
Golden Fleece. They got a rich shear- 
ing of wool in the Venturini-Boyesen 
combination. 

The play itself is an admirably con- 
structed drama, based on an extraor- 
dinarily vital story and so built up that 
its material counts for its full value at 
every moment of the plot’s development. 

It tells of the tragedy that befell a 
visionary young wife of ardent imagina- 
tion because she dreamed dreams of a 
life that could not be sinlessly realized 
in her environment. 

She, in her own beauty and youth, 
demanding joy and the glamor of high 
romance because of the payment she 
could make in the coin of beauty and 
ycuth, dreamed her dreams of a world 
in which lived godlike men—“lofty and 
noble men,” she describes them at one 
moment. They were to be of masterful 
distinction, famous in many fields, and 
she was to move among them as one 
cf the brilliant women loved by such 
men. 

And her husband—alas for both of 
them—was a smug and commonplace 
young doctor in a London suburb, more 
engrossed in his fees than in his wife— 
knowing her, and the peril of her tem- 
perament, so Httle, indeed, that he re- 
buked her for her wifely outcry when 
she was kisse@ by one of his wealthy 
patients, an old nobleman already tempt- 


‘Ing her into the primrose path of dal- 


liance. 

The beautiful and dreamful young 
wife, bored almost to death by the drab 
humdrum of existence in a home where 
she was dominated by her husband’s 
harsh-judging and Pharisaical parents, 
was revolted by this old roue. 

But suddenly, and with a piteous sur- 
render to the glory of her dream’s 
realization, she did leve the old noble- 
man’s godson, a bewildering embodi- 
ment of captivating masculine youth— 
loved him passionately and sacrificial- 
ly and with the unreserve of a child. 
Her own peril of love frightened and 
dismayed her soul. 

Wherefore in the third act comes a 
genuinely great scene where she pleads 
with her clod of -a husband to save 
her from this peril, to take her in his 
own arms and kiss her on the lips and 
say—‘‘I love you! I love you! I love 
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you!” It was a profoundly moving in- 
stant—right then and there Venturini 
gave overwhelming proof of the fact 
that she’ is a great emotional actress. 

Her voice, her play of expression, her 
every gesture, yet the restraint in which 
she held herself in the scene’s most 
tempting climax, and the hush of gripped 
absorption in which she kept her audi- 
ence, constituted this proof. 

The husband, poor foel, 
ly what such husbands de under such 
conditions. He refused te understand 
the woman, he laughed at her and: her 
‘‘whimsies’’—and with his own hand he 
pushed her ever-the precipice to the fate 
from which she was so poignantly en- 
treating him to save her. 

The tragedy of the fourth and fina! 
act then became inevitable. 

Venturini, giving herself utterly to 
the role, makes of this ill-starred young 
wife a most heart-breaking figure. She 
is foolish in her dreams—yet she is 
always lovable. She is foolish, and 
more than foolish, in her surrender to 
her dreams’ realization—yet she {is still 
levable. She is foolish in the curiously 
childlike faith which enables her lover 
to win.and then cast her off—and never 
is she mere lovable than then. 

“It is God’s judgment for her sin!’’ 
cries her relentless mother-in-law. ‘“‘He 
has visited His wrath upon her!”’ 

And then, too late, the husband awakes 
to the truth. 

“Tf I were God,”’ he retorts, his hand 
touching the brow of the wife whose 
reason has fled because of shame and 
betrayal, “I would be more merciful!’’ 

Last night’s audience was deeply 
moved by the play’s story. Also did it 
pay full tribute to the power. with 
which, at every moment, Venturini pro- 
jected the realized figure of the young 
wife across the footlights. Venturini 
herself, for the first time, seemed to be 
confident of herself and self-unconscious 
because of thus no longer fearing the 
English tongue in which she now plays. 
She has a tremendous pathos, just 
faintly touched now and then with gay- 


ety, and in the play’s big moments she 


goes. straight to the hearts of her au- 
dience with a surrender to emotional 
demand unsurpassed in fidelity and in

NEW PLAY AT AMERICAN. 

N the dramatization ef Meridith 

P | Nicholson s popular novel, “The 

Heuse of a Thousand Candles,” 
seen for the first time in St. Louis at 
the American Theater yesterday, George 
Middleton has made a play as interest- 
ing as could reasonably be expected 
from a story soe unreal and mysterious. 

This element of mystery is the only 
thing that causes the play’s develop- 
ment to hold the interest of an audi- 
ence, as the action is so slow and 
studied as to be at times almost tire- 
some. 

Whatever of action there is to the 
piece is of the melodramatic nature, 
some of its more thrilling climaxes be- 
ing developed through gunplay. The 
play almost talks fttself to death in 
the opening act before the audience 
realizes what the talk is about, but as 
it progresses it becomes more interest- 
ing and the story grows more absorb- 
ing. But witha] !t has more the ap- 
pearance and effect of a popular novel 
illustrated in living, moving pictures. 
The puppet-like action of some of the 
players, influenced by the atmosphere 
of the play, makes the pictures still 
more unreal. 

Hugo Koch, a St. Louisan of the old 
Odeon Stock Company, as Bates, the 
butler, is a dignified, !mpressive man of 
mystery. His splendid voice and studied 
mannerisms are strongly in conflict in 
some of the scenes, the voice recalling 
some of the finest players of the stage, 
while the mannerisms are suggestive of 
popular melodrama. In a play of more 
action and heart-interest he should 
make an impressive stage character. He 
is worthy of a better or different char- 
acter than Bates, the butler. 

The remainder of the company is 
fairly competent, among the more 
worthy ones being J. F. Comerford as 
John Marshall Glenn, W. C. Richmond 
as the grandson and Gus Arthur as 
Larry Donovan. 

“The House of a Thousand Candles” 
may interest those who have read the 
novel, but as a play alone it would 
hardly stand on its own fddting. It is 
too good to be entirely bad, and teo 
unreal to be convincing.
